Seated with his wife and baby, who j 


came over with him, In a relative's ; 
house in New York, Ackermaun gnve, j 
through an interpreter, tlio following 
grewsoii]'1- account of tlie -horrors ol' j 
the massacre, from which, according 
to his stateiueiit, he owed hie own ex- 
emption and that of his family to the 
Idndnoss of a gentile friend who gave 
them sanctuary in bis chimney. 


"I cannot begin to tell the horrors of 


tho three days that followed the Pass- 
over at KishineS," said Ackennann, 
"for to me and to my family it TVFIS the 
more terrible because we did not see, 
but only heard. 


"The 
feasts of the Passover were 


over. I had done a good business, al- 
tli6uj;li selling liquor was Ji govern- 
ment monopoly nnd the punishment 
tvould have been severe. I was hurry- 
ing along the street about o o'clock 
with my wife and the baby, hoping to 
get to DainbrotvitK before it was very 
light. Suddenly I heard from a nearby 
street the cry oC the Jews and the 
shouting of a mob of men. All duy be- 
fore tho children of ChrKtSnns I:;H! 
been stouliifr thfi .Tews in tho jrlu-t'o 
and the sense of trouble brewing had 
been in me. 


"My wife and 1 stood and consulted, 


•while the noipe of tbc mob around the 
corner grew louder. The door of 1hu 
house In front of which we sto-xl 
opened. A young man came tmt folly \ 
dressed. 
In the light o£ a torch In ! 


his hand I recognized him; bo was the 
son of a Christian friend. He ran at 
us, but before he could do us harm 
his father, an old man, came to the 
door and, recognizing me, rescued UH. 
He brought us into the froat room of 
the house. The Russian home has bu: 
two rooms, one in front and one be- 
hind it. 


"In the front room was a large fire- 


place as wide as a man is long. There 
was no fire in tho hearth. The old 
mart bade us crawl up Into the chim- 
ney and stay there until he told us it 
would be safe for us to come down. 
Meanwhile the cries on the street be- 
came greater and more CcarCul. 


"We sickened as we heard tlie brutes 


jesting over befouling women 
and 


young girls.' We heard the maddened 
screams of men and recognized the 
voices as those of tho husbands whose 
wives were in the hands of tho fiend-?. 
And botli "Wives and husbands pleaded 
for death as a boon. 


"Some whispered that sixteen girls 


between fourteen and sixteen years old 
were dying from the excesses of 
th<~> 


mob, 
committed 
amid 
howls 
of 


drunken glee before the eyes of tl.i- 
parents before tbe parents were torn 
to pieces. 


"Then one man told of a butch nr. 


He was the strong man of the Jews 
of Kishlneff. 
The inob burst into hi* 


place. He had a revolver. Six of the 
mob fell dead on the threshold; thru 
be flung the weapon into the mob and 
picked up a cleaver? 
But the in oh 


overpowered him. His wife, who was 
cowering behind him, they drew lino 
the street and, holding the man, they 
tore the clothes from the woman tuid 
ravished her. 
Some one searching the 


man's house found his twelve year old 
child in the cellar. 
She, too, they 


brought before the father' and half 
dead mother and misused hor. By this 
time the butcher was foaming at the 
mouth and struggled with the ten men 
.who held him.

J'It was the sniuo with the home of 


every .Tew who sought shelter iu Chris- 
tian houses. As soon as the refugees 
were stowed away the Christians hur- 
ried away to houses of the refugee*. 
After tlie soldiers came on the tlmx! 
day I went out Into the street. It seem- 
ed a different place. I counted up lo 
1G2 bodies of iiion, women and chil- 
dren, most o£ them mutilated hideou^-

wero exhumed and photographed for 
evidence a day later."

The Federals had mounted the nearest 
rock at hand in order to escape the 
rising flood, because tuey bad no boats. 
Let the boats come and they would 
hasten aboard for fear the waters 
might rise nnd engulf the rock and 
them with It. Lee determined to keep 
the boats away nnd cause the waters 
to mount higher. 


This description is of course figura- 


tive. The threatening waves were Lee's 
armed battalions and the boats open 
roadg for re-enforcements and supplies 
or safe retreat. Cemetery hill forms 
pnrt of a Jong ridge shaped like n Jot- 
ter J. The hill is at the curve nnd is 
overtopped by Gulp's hill, the point of 
the curve, and that again by Little 
Bound Top, th= head of the long staff. 
Swell's corps had fought its way to 
the base of Gulp's hill on July 1, nnd 
Hill's corps to the base of Cemetery 
hill. Longstreet came to the front 
during the night with two divisions of 
his corps that had missed the battle 
of the first day. It looked easy for Lee 
to destroy the Federals upon Cemetery 
hill by rushing his battalions to the 
crests of Culp's hill and Little Round 
Top and from there hurl death upon 
all the ridge between. 


The Federals had planted a weak

Tho merest beginner in war quickly

The soldiers below must waste 
breath and energy in climbing to get 
at the foe. Longstreet stealthily de- 
ployed his troops parallel with tho 
ridge lying between Cemetery lull and 
Hound Top until Lee'a line of battle 
extended from the foot of Culp's hill 
almost to the base of Round Top on its 
south and west faces. 


While Longstreet marched on his 


long^ detour the Federal corps of Sic- 
kles'projected Itself like a blunt wedge 
into the plain west and northwest of 
Round Top. It got in Longstreet's 
way.

He fell 
upon Sickles, and Sickles stood his
